Needless to say, only a small 
percentace of the manuscrip‘s 
received deserves ‘to be or 
will be published. But every 
editir has heard of a fine 
book turning up in the most 
umlikely circumstances, and 
this knowledge and in a 
way Suspense ‘mTitToees Fh 
hirm the necessity for alertness 
to all kinds of writing. Because 
American fiction never has 
faiien into set categortes of 
subject, treatment, and theme. 
the editor rust remember that 
no manuscript, mo matter 
where it comes from and how 
it looks. can be taken for 
granted. Nothing can be reject 
ed without at least a partial 
reading if the editor is 
cavalier about an unknowT 
writer, he may miss a fresh 
and original talent — which 
some other publisher. out of 
the 250 who publish substan- 
tial numbers of new titles

Unknown Risks 

To publishers who must 
worry about costs of produc-

y spur the writer on to His 
second book, and they hope 
that the second or third or 
fourth book may turn out to 
be the great book of which 
every publisher dreams. 


First Novels 

Often this involves the pub- 
lisher and his editors in «4 
comsiderabie expenditure of 
work, time, and money, for it 
is very rare indeed that a 
novel, written and ready for 
publication to the satisfaction 
of writer. editor, and pub- 
lisher, springs full-blown from 


the author's typewriter. The. 


history of a first novel's pub- 
lication often follows this pat- 
ern 

An editor of a publishing 
firm reads a short story in a 
magazine and decides that it 
shows a ‘alent worth pursu- 
ing. or perhaps that the storys 
itself could be expanded into 
a novel. He gets in touch with 
the writer. finds out what he 
is working on and what he is 
nlanning for the future. The 
writer may not have considcer- 
ed himself ready to ‘try a 
novel, and encouragement may 
change his mind. In this case, 
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first books, drawn upon their 
individual. impressions end 
evaluations of wartime ex 

If these postwar novels do 
have a common ground it is 
perhaps that to each of the 
authors the most important 
thing im life is understanding 
himself and the world in 
which heslives. Whether he 
writes about adolescence, eco- 
nomic change, war, or family 
life, each is mainly concerned 
with the moral integrity and 
the understanding that the 
individual can derive fram 
experience. These authors 
indulge in no easy cynicism or 
nihilist bitterness about them- 
selves or about the probiems 
of society. Their emohasis is 
upon individual perception 
and personal values, upon the 
self-respect which can mature 
in the human being. As Ber- 
nard de Voto has said, “there 
is nowhere any sian that the 
power or will of the novel in 
the United States is slackern- 
ing, and in no country whose 
culture thus seeks expression 
in literature is there any sign 
of decadence.”

A picture 
of the organization and struc- 
ture of the Ministry follows, 
with a complete breakdown 
by divisions, departments and 
so forth. Finally. a detailed,

The Prime Minister's fore- 
word “The Call of Spirit In 
Israeli” m alone werth the 
price of the Year Book. Sutf- 
fice it to sav that this is fine, 
almost iyrical writing, dweli- 
ling on the part which &piri- 
tual dedication must play in 
fulfilling: the three-fold task 
of Israel—immigration, settie- 
men: and security, and in 
achieving that less immediate, 
less material purpose of the 
vision of “the latter days”.

He has 
obviously gone to ‘great pains 
to cover the ground as inten- 
sively as possible. His classifi- 
cation of painters according to 
various trends is interesting 
and original. He divides paint- 
ing into three main trends: An 
“Israel trend” im those artists 
who have “discovered and pre- 
sented some special nuances of 
the various aspects of the 
country ;” the “modernist 
trend:” and what he calls the 
“trend of aynthesis.” In this
